that H largo portion of tho memberu wero 
present for this Eo&sion, an lO.'i answered to 
their names. 


Itov. Dr. Talbot was elected Secretary for 


Iho nineteenth timo. Dr. Tolbot selected as 
hia assistants the following persons: lie- 
cording JSccrctary, Itev. W. F. \Vhilcher ; 
Editorial, J. A. James : Statistical, W. An- 
thony ; Transportation, G. M. Honilin. 


A largo number of standing committees 


wero appointed and other routine business 
transacted. 


Kov. Dr. Coggcshall moved tbo appoint- 


ment of a Committee on tho State of the 
Country. 
In making thia moliou, Dr. 


Cogqeshall remarked that Iho very parly 
that altempled lo destroy Iho country was 
in possession of Iho House of RepresBnla- 
tives, and In four years would be in posses- 
sion of llio Senate. And as this party was 
an obstructionist party, made up of ei-slavo 
hoMors and ei-robets, of all tha liquor in- 
terests in tho country, and of all tno crimi- 
nal classes, it was precisely in spirit what it 
was when Adams nnd Jefferson aud Aaron 
flurr.benealh whose- feet therp was no deplh 
of filth and infamy, wero alivo. 
It vras a 


rule- or ruin party. 
Wo know what they 


were, and what they w«ro attempting to do. 
ID our revolutionary wnr, the pulpit came 
lo tho front nnd saved tho country ; in our 
list war it did Iho same. It must como lo 
tho front again, or wo vrero lost. 


Hov. Dr. Whedon was nominated for Iho 


Committee, but declined. lie- said that if 
tho object of this Comujitteo was to follow 
oat tho line of remark of Dr. Coggeshall, ho 
wished to be oicused from servico tuereon. 
Ho did not beliovo it was tho province ol 
the Conference, as a body of Christian min- 
isters, to takeup partisan politics. ["Amen."

over scores who had turned to tho Lord. 
Tho Sunday Schools wore prosperous and 
had increased in numbers daring Iho year. 


Itcv. W. H. Stotson, presiding elder of 


tho New Bedford District, reported that tho 
Sunday-school interests had been well cared 
for, and Ihe preaching service well attended.
